A Monetary CominlBHloh. 


Senator Smith has Introduced a bill 


•providing for a monetary .commission. 
Tho bill calls for the appointment by the 
president of four commissioners from civil 
life'and that there shall bo two of each 
political party, Populists thus not recog-. 
nizod. Those commissioners are to be 
accompanied by tho president of tho son- 
ato appointing four senators under samo 
conditions, and tho speaker of tho house 
appointing four representatives also under 
the same conditions. 


This monetary commission Is to inves- 


tigate into iho financial condition of tho 
country, all tho various questions that 
tavo arisen 'of lato years and in fact to 
thoroughly Investigate as it may bo neces- 
sary to establish our currency upon a 
judicious system and upon a permanent 
basis. 
They era to report by tho second 


Monday in December, 1805. 
This same 


bill proceeds to inaugurate the work of 
tho comiuission which is to investigate in 
our financial matters and proposos a plan, 
by authorizinfl an issue o£ $500.000,000 in 
bonds ut 3 per coat, and payable in gold 
coin in ten years. 


Suite Arbitration. 


It is proposed by Senator McGlllivray 


to. in his arbitration bill, inaugurate 
siomo way by which tho friction between 
onpitnl and labor will 
1)0 minimized. 


Tho system proposed makes clear tho arbi- 
tration features and in this respect loaves 
nothing to bo dosirod. Then it is pro- 
posed to onforoo the decrees of tboarbitra 
ting boartl, by providing enforced .obedi- 
ence on tho part of the parties interested. 
The bill will provide for tho decision of a 
circuit court of tho questions in dispute 
and from this decision au appeal to bo 
taken if dosirod to n boiird of arbitration. 
Tho measure trios to vide both horses it 
would seem, as In tho latter half it snys 
nothing iu tho act shall lie construed to 
prevent employers from discharging any 
employes and employing now ones, and 
vary Idndly permits employes to equally 
quit work in o»sa Mioy desire to.

horsepower is inexcusable on a farm 
where land is plenty. It requires about 
one whole day' for a- man to work over 
one of tho little squr.ro gardens aud put 
everything in good shape. With ahorse 
and cultivator ho can work over a hall' 
acre plot in less than two hours and do 
the work better. Besides following tho 
cultivator is easy compared with tho 
back breaking process of hand hoeing. 


In these times of high prices for farm 


labor and low prices for farm produce 
certainly no one can afford to spend 
much time hoeing i:i the garden when 
the work can be done bettor and ten 
tiiues as fast with the help of a horse 
which would otherwise IIP idle. Most 
garden crops can bo successfully culti- 
vated by horsepower and by Pinnt, Jr., 
horse hoe better than with tho hand hoe, 
writes a correspondent of Practical 
Farmer, who says: Of course there are 
some crops that in order to save ground 
should bo planted too close to be tended 
with a horse, but even then can be cul- 
tivated almost entirely without the old 
fnshionod hoeing, If you aro able to af- 
ford ic, there are a number of most ex- 
cellent wheel hoes now on the market, 
and nearly all of them will do splendid 
work, and dn it very rapidly. If yon 
are not 
greatly overburdened with 


wealth, you can gc'ii along- without going 
to this expense. If you will watch tho 
columns of Iho tiriu papers, you will 
probably soon see ;i drawing of a home- 
made device that will do grand work, 
and the cost will bo trifling. 


But tho main point is that nearly all 


tho cultivation in tho garden ought to 
bo done by horsepower and :is litdo as 
possible by hand. Lay off a small plat 
to bo used for close planted crops and 
tend them with some kind of wheel hoe. 
But plain tho niiiin crops wide enough 
to be cultivated wi:h the horse hoe. And 
let the piat of ground devoted to garden 
vegetables bo liberal. Thus home gar- 
dening will become a pleasure rather 
than an irksome task. The health of tho 
family will bo -the better for the supply 
of wholesome, nutritious food.

During tlio spring and 
summer corn, wheat or bran and mix- 
ed hay produced more gaiii than oats, 
wheat or bran and mixed hay.

During tho hottest mouths of sum- 


mer tfio plant growth is partly suspend- 
ed and the tissues sire .'hardening, and 
it is probable that little if any irrigation 
will be needed. The fall rains will ren- 
der irrigation still further unnecessary. 
After cropping it would be vory dosir- 
able and 1 think would . pay well to ir- ' 
rigato and plow, leaving tho land rough 
and moist for the winter frosts, except, 
of course, where it is desired to put in a 
crop such as oats or rye. 


Except for these general rules, it 


would be misleading to say when to wa- 
ter. 
One plant can stand and require 


water enough to kill another plant. A 
tree may flourish well under a liberal 
supply of water, hut it may not bear 
fruit. 
Water enough to rot ono tuber 


may bo needed by another. A good deal' 
of experience may bo saved, it is true, 
by a knowledge of botany. If you learn 
tho natural surroundings aud climate of 
a certain class of plants, for instance, 
you will Unow morb or loss what to do 
in tho matter of irrigating them, but 
tho only truo way is to study tho needs 
of each individual plant. 


Flro I.OSHCS on Farms. 


It is generally believed that the 


houses, barns aud other buildings ou 
farms are seldom destroyed by fire, but 
the statistics show that they aro very 
frequently destroyed,, generally because 
there are no adequate means at hand to 
put out a farm fire when it is once 
started. One-fourth-of the farm fires aro 
of unknown origin, one-fifth are caused 
by lightning, about one-tenth aro of 
known incendiary origin, one-sixth aro 
caused by defective flues ir. fan:i dwell- 
ings, nearly -1 per cent are caused by 
bad stoves or stovepipe?, one-eleventh 
are caused by spurts on roofs; children, 
kerosene, carelessness with matches, 
lights in barns and spontaneous com- 
bustion cauvo about l per cent each; 
whilo the other fires may originate from 
pasolino stoves, locomotive and steam 
thrasher sparks, furnaces, fireplace and 
open grates, smokehouses, ashes in wood- 
en receptacles and other causes. 
' Farmers usually insure their build- 
ings fov full value, but carry littlo in- 
surance on their removable contents. 
There are many total losses. Insurance 
men generally charge a higher rate on 
bnrns than on dwellings and discrimi- 
nate between old and now structures, 
between well and poorly constructed 
buildings, between good and bad chim- 
neys, between umncumbC'red property 
and that with an ironclad mortgage, be- 
tween property occupied by the owner 
and that by a tenant, and between large 
breeding barns with 
numerous em- 


ployers and those which arc tended by 
the owner and his family. Tho farmer 
should provide tho best possible means 
for extinguishing firos which inny arise 
on his property. Too much care cannot 
bo taken with all inflammable oils and 
other materials, with matches, tobac- 
co, ashes and lights.—Orange Judd 
Fanner.

It is 
a question which tho experienced irri- 
gation farmer has to settle, and each 
individual casu has to bo settled sepa- 
rately. It in a 'question where, experience 
outweighs all rules and theories, aud 
the experience has generally to bo learn- 
ed by failures or partial failures. 


Nevertheless thcro are natural laws 


aud facts, a knowledge of. which .will 
grcaUy aid us, and of these a writer iij 
The Eddy Argus considers tho follow- 
ing as most- important: 


When to apply water is governed by 


tlio needs of tho soil anil the plant'. 
The soil needs it all through the win- 
ter months.

The moisture felt- in the soil from 
the winter irrigation should-bo suffi- 
cient to stcrt tho spring growth.-- Now, 
as 75 per cent of tho growth of nearly 
every plane consists of water, it follows 
that it must be well supplied with this 
at tho time when thu great, growth is.

That literary couples occasionally dis- 


ngtoo and go apart, ns nil kinds ot.couplos 
do, moroor less, Is true enough. But thnt 
they arc more subject to separation or di- 
vorce than their follows generally cannot 
bo substantiated. Considering that mem- 
tors of tho. writing guild seldom acquire 
nny surplus, nro prono to unpracticnllty, 
are Inclined to have tastes beyond their 
means to 'gratify them and to bo moody 
and irritnblo'.frora their temperament and 
calling, It Is remarkable that they are half 
os harmonious matrimonially as they are.

ing for an evening party, and her hus- 
band tondorly mourned her to his dying 
day. . With ali n poet's sensibility to fcmi- 
nlno beauty mil feminine charm thcro 
was no room In his heart Cor n second love. 
His flrst lovo was n complete consccrntlou 
and exhausted love's source. 


Emerson wns twice n husband. His first 


wife, AIlss. Ellen Louisa Tucker of Bos- 
ton, lived but flvo months. In loss than 
four years after ho married Lid Inn Jack- 
son of Plymouth, who survived htm. Al- 
though not passionate or sentimental, as 
may bo supposed, ho was n devoted hus- 
band, tho embodiment of all marital du- 
ties. 
Domesticity ho nover permitted to 


distract him .from tho philosophy of the 
Infinite, which ho pursued from youth to 
old ago. It Is related that whon a good

Mrs. Lowell was an Invalid for yoars pro- 
ceding her end nnd was most affectionate. 
ly cared for by her husband. Ho was as 
much u poet of the heart In his own home 
as he was a poot of tho mind In tho liter- 
ary world. 


The wife of Wendell Phillips, who ns 


n niost^ brilliant, polished .orator may be 
considered literary, was a r.hronio Invalid, 
never stirring out of her room. 
Her hus- 


band, who was all chivalry to her, passed 
whatever time ho could sparo from .his 
studies, lecture engagements nnd antl- 
slavory labors in administering to her 
wants. 
Hq read to her, amused her with 


accounts of the queer, droll things ho had 
Keen In tho streets nnd his quaint expe- 
riences in traveling from town to town. 
Ho was her faithful companion nnd most 
loyal friend, being to her what ;\ loving 
father would bo to his only child. 
His 


liusbandshlp was a sacrifice ho delighted 
In nnd deserves the name heroic. 


Poor Poo's Trouble*. 


Kven tho • eccentric, 111 fated, often liq- 


uor mad Edgar Poo, who at 80 rashly mar- 
ried life" cousin, Virginia Clomm, ns pen- 
nllous.as himself, loved her passionately 
and did all that fo unbalanced and wholly 
unpractlcala fellow could do forhcrmnin^ 
tennnco. 
Sho exercised a wholesome in- 


fluence on him for nwhilo, bur. ills poverty 
and turbulent disposition whon drinking 
got him Into perpetual trouble.
